Sir Narcissc Bclloau said, addressing 
the members of the Quebec Legislntare at 
the opening : 

It will devolve upon you to con.sidcr 
the best and most appropriate means of 
husbanding these resources, and of iiul(- 
menting as far as possible tbo public 
wealth. I would earnestly press upon 
npon your attention the expediency of eii- 
courugiiig immigration and tlic occupation 
of our public lands by uH'ordirig to iliii 
working classes of Europe and to llie 
young men of our own province adifiiiunitV 
inducements to settle and remain nmong.sl 
ns. Tlie enactment of a liberal Home- 
Btend Law, with a free grant of land to 
bona fide settlers, would, I apprehend, 
prove of inestimable lulvaiitnge in adding 
to tlie number and qualit,y of our resident 
population. 

Tlieao are important utterances, nm\ it 
is to be hoped that steps will be forlhwitli 
taken by both Parliaments to organise a 
proper system of emigration from these 
shores. A well-devised scl.cmo now put 
into operation might secure for these pro- 
vinces from 50,000 to lOO.OoO settlers 
during the current year. The following 
liKurcs, taken from the last reports of the 
Commissioners of Lands of the United 
Slates and Canada, show the extraordin- 
ary fact tb{^( Canada, with her three m\\* 
lions of inhabitants and in comparison 
limited extent of land fit for settlement, 
has been selling more land and receiving 
more money than the whole of the United 
States, with their vast extent of'fertile 
prairie and ten times the population : —

The Prize Essayt 



Editor Colonist. — Allow me through the 
medium of your columns to ask why the Prize 
E^ssay on the Scenery of Beaeon Hill has not 
been publisbed ? The morning after the 

evening on which the prizes were awarded 
the Pnzo Poem nppenrcd io print, and was 
spoken of as the eem of the evsning, thus 
leading the public to infer that the Etsay 
was a production of inferior merit, not worthy 
of a place ia your columns , such, I think, 
could not have been the opinion of the judges, 
as in thoir award road by Mr Bull they speak 
very lightly of both Essay and Poera, but as 
they mention tbe Essay first it seems (o mo 
that in their estimation it was of at least 
equal if not of superior merit to tbe Poem. 

Again, I must say that I do not think the 
gentleman who was kind enough to read tbe 
essay did justice to it, lor many of tbe fioest 
pasBagca io it were, tbrongb beailatlon and 
bad delivery — which were donbtless owing 
to the dillienlty of reading strange manu- 
script lit sight — made to appear positively 
ridiculous; nnd tho whole Es.^ay seemod, from 
tbo same cau-e, to be a confused jumble ol 
disconnected ideas. I therefore hope, and 1 
have heard tho same wi>b expressed by 
many, tbat io justice to the author, to the 
judges and to the pnbllo, tbe Essay will bo 
published. 

Io justice to tbe author— that tbo public 
by reading the Essay (or themselves mHy be 
able to appreoiato it as it deserves. In jas- 
tice to tbe judges— that tbe pnblio may be 
satisQed that tbe judges arrived at a jnsi 
cooclusioo with regard to Ibe comparative 
merits of the Essava, for the Essay with the 
motto "Nil DeBperaodum" being well delir 
ered and read without that hesitation so 
damaging to that of Mr Coleman, was appar- 
ently the superior composition ol tho two ; 
and many persons left the theatre under tbe 
impressioa that the pii/.j ou^ht to have been 
awarded to the author of " ,V il Despcrar;dum" 
instead of to the author of "Excelsior." lo 
justice to tbe public— because in all public 
competitions of a literary cbarftotar the com- 
position of the suecessfal competitor be- 
comes tbe property ol the pnblic, who oogbi 
In Knjrj !?riyUp^e of being able to read it 
at their leisure, io order to arrive at a just 
estimation of its mcriti, and from which 
privilege they are debarred by its remain- 
ing unpublished in tbo bands of its author.

[Tho Essay, owing to its great length 
could not bo published conieraporaneoasly 
Willi the pnom. That it was not printed 
yi'fiierday is due to ttia fuel that, al though 
i\;iplied for, tbe MS.S hat not, as yet, been 
pi iccii in our bands. We do Dot agree with 
our correspondent as to the manner in which 
the Prize Essay was read. Tbe (anil lay in 
the Grst half of tbe Essay, which is abso- 
lutely feeble. The latter portion was grand 
and the reading aucoeaslul ; but in point of 
literory merit the Essay d:e8 not compare 
with tho Poem, which would bo g'adly admit- 
ted to tbe columns ol the most reapeotable 
Boglish periodical of tbe day.— Eo. Colon- 
ist.]
